Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1-15, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the present application teaches a portable radiotelephone 
wherein worn around the neck of a user where the microphone or the speaker are on 
the radiotelephone, and a speaker directly on the radio receiver or directly on the 
radiotelephone unit. The radiotelephone dialing a predetermined number when a key is 
pressed if there is no incoming call, and by pressing of at least one key when there is no 
incoming call will place a call at least one predetermined telephone address. The user 
can press a series of keys on the keypad to dial a telephone number by storing a 
predetermined number or dialing that number on a single key press. The phone 
continuing to place calls to a number on a designated list when a key has been pressed 
and when the predetermined number is busy, further pressing a key for an extended 
period to interrupt a call. 

The closest prior art such as Nagase (US Publication 2002/0037751 ) teaches a 
radiotelephone with a central processing unit, a transmit and receive radio circuit with 
an antenna, a microphone, a front face with a speaker, and a keypad with at least one 
key. The radiotelephone allows easy silent mode use by providing visual feedback to 
the used as keys are pressed. Nagase fails to teach teaches a portable radiotelephone 
wherein worn around the neck of a user where the microphone or the speaker are on 
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the radiotelephone, and a speaker directly on the radio receiver or directly on the 
radiotelephone unit. The radiotelephone dialing a predetermined number when a key is 
pressed if there is no incoming call, and by pressing of at least one key when there is no 
incoming call will place a call at least one predetermined telephone address, and the 
phone continuing to place calls to a number on a designated list when a key has been 
pressed and when the predetermined number is busy, further pressing a key for an 
extended period to interrupt a call.
